T h eo rd iu ary man , puzzled abou t a word , 
writes it to see how it looks, an d this look 
tid l- Iii m a t on ce w hether he has spiff led T 
right or wron g. 
The tru e had speller is, 
howev er, n ot heljan l the v ery least Lit in 
the world by th is process. 
lie is on ly the 
m ore puzzled by the w ritin g on the blot­ 
tin g pad . 
He m ay w rite the word a d ozen 
ways an d n ot get on e v ersion which looks 
to him b etter th an the other» . 
The tr u th 
is his eyes hav e some d efect, probably o f 
focusin g power, which prev en ts him seein g 
clearly the letters of the word s.

learn s to ri*a« l, lie learn s to read v erbatim 
an d n ot literatim , an d hen ce he sees an d 
has alw ays seen the symbol for “ receiv e,” 
n o t “ r e c e i v e,” with the “ e” alw ays fol­ 
lowin g the " c ” an d in fron t of the “ i.”

a d efect of the eyesight, n ot of the min d , 
an d in all probability m an y a case of in a­ 
bility to learn to spell m ig h t be cured in 
child ren by the right pair of sp« *ctacles. 
It is n ot short sight th at m akes the bad 
speller s<> m u ch as ov ersight an d d ifficulty 
in focusin g the eye. 
S hort sighted people 
are in d eed apt to spell well. 
They hold 
t he book close to the eye an d s« *e ev ery let­ 
ter stan d in g ou t clearly, for, as is wrell 
kn own , the effect of the short sighted eye 
is to magn ify.

If there is a nything cha ra cteristic of 
the iast half of the nineteenth century, it 
is a univ erial desire to know the truth 
Opportunities for learning are no longer 
confined to the fav ored few.

who wants an educa tion, in America es- 
i ecia lly, can g et it. 
The most successful 
man is the best educa ted man; not nec­ 
essarily the most learned man. 
The dif 
ferenoe between the wise sta tema n and 
the baby is simply this, one has and the 
» ther has not a well dev eloped and a well 
rained brain. 
We are learning (a lthoug h 
» lowly) that a successful farmer must he 
a brainy man 


Early in 
the history of Illinois wise 
prov isions were made for the educa tion 
of its farmers. 
The I niv , rsity at Cha m­ 
paign was orig inally an ag ricultural col 
leg« .*. 
W hile its w >rk is riot limited to 
g v uig instruction in agr,culture, it being 
m the true scnce of that word a uriiv crs 
• tv . there is no course made more promin 
cut than that which g iv es to young men 
who expect to dev ote their a ttention to 
farming, a scientific education 
Bo a ccommoda te those w h o ca n n o t a t­ 
tend through the full four yea rs of regu­ 
lar colleg e work, a "shoiter course” has 
been esta blished, extending throug h the 
months of J anuary, Kebur*r\ and March. 
Io further a ccommoda te the remote parts 
of this extremely long state, the insiilu 
lion has arra nged for a course* of lectures 
to be deliv ered in Northern and Southern 
Illinois 
Those for Northern Illinois will 
refer chiefly to the breeding and care of 
stock 
and dairy 
topics in 
particular 
I hesc lectures will be g iv en in Dixon, ut 
the Court House, December lit, ‘J O, 2 1 and 
‘J J , by I’rof. U K Morrow, Dean of the 
Agricultural colleg e, Dr McIntosh, I'rof 
of v eterinary science, and Prof. Farring 
ton, instructor in ag ricultural chemcstry 
There will be fiv e lectures per <| » y, two 
each in forenoon ami afternoon and one 
in the ev ening . 


While these lectures are free to all. the 
ma na g ement of the 1 niv troty wi uld pre 
fertile a ttenda nce of those who wish to 
learn rather than those who come to bt 
entertained. 
Ev ery young farmer with 
in a radius of twenty miles of D ixon is 
stand ng in his own light wh > does not 
drop his 
work and attend all these le d 
tires. 
\ ou wish to leant about the com 
position of your soil, ami how to improv e 
it, about desea ses of a nima ls and rente 
dies; the v alue of different kinds of food 
for stock, especia lly as 
related to the 
composition of milk. 
These and other 
topics of interest to you will he thoroug ly 
dicussed. 


Their lectures will tie g iv en at no other 
place in Northern Illinois but Dixon, it is 
therefore v ery desira ble that excha ng es 
in this part of the state should assist in 
thereby a dv ertising 
them.
